Lincoln, Neb., Sept. 9.—From 
the 
tim e Mr. Bryan reached this city at l l 
o’clock Tuesday m orning until the 
I tired crowds retired from the streets 
a t a late hour at night there was parad­ 
ing through the streets of the capital 
city by local and visiting campaign 
clubs, nearly all with brass hands in 
front. Mr. and Mrs. Bryan, George A. 
Groot, chairm an of the 
notification 
committee, and Norris Hum phrey 
Lincoln rode together in the m idst of 
the night parade. On the arrival of the 
torchlight procession the crowd gath­ 
ered about the capitol was increased 
ten-fold. It seemed many tim es larger 
than the audience of 5,000 th at listened 
to Mr. Bryan in the afternoon. 
N orris H um phrey presided at the 
m eeting and 
introduced George A. 
Groot of Ohio, chairm an of the notifi­ 
cation com mittee, who spoke in part 
as follows: 
“ The first national convention that 
ever declared in unequivocal language I 
in favor of the free and unlim ited j 
coinage of gold and silver at the ratio ■ 
of IC to I was the convention of the 
people’s party held in Omaha on July 4, 
1894. 
From the adoption of th at plat­ 
form by that party to the present time 
the sentim ent in favor of the free coin­ 
age of silver, w ithout regard to the 
action of other nations, has grown with 
accelerated speed. The silver party in 
convention assembled adopted a plat­ 
form which presents the Issues involv­ 
ed in this cam paign more clearly and 
definitely and cogently than any other 
platform th at has been presented to 
the people. 
“The 
national 
silver 
convention, 
w ith an unanim ity unexampled in the 
history of national conventions in this 
country, nom inated you as the candi­ 
date of the national silver party for the 
distinguished office of president of the 
United States. 
You are now the can­ 
didate for the great office of president 
of three great political parties, of which 
the silver party is not the least. 
“The convention selected a com mit­ 
tee to form ally notify you of its action, 
and th at committee conferred upon me 
the distinguished honor of advising you 
of your nom ination as the candidate of i 
the national silver party for the office ' 
of president of the United States. We 
are met, therefore, at this tim e and 
place for the purpose of perform ing the 
pleasant duty imposed upon us by the 
convention. 
I, therefore, in obedience 
to the wishes of the committee, and of 
th e convention, hereby form ally notify 
you that you have been nominated by 
th e natinal silver party as its candidate 
for president, and request that you ac­ 
cept that nom ination in the same spirit 
in which it has been tendered you.” 
It was 10:20 o’clock before Mr. Groot’s 
long address was concluded. Mr. Bryan 
was im m ediately presented and made 
a short speech. 
He said in part: 
“I beg to reply at this tim e w ithout 
th e form ality of a letter. The platform 
adopted by the silver party contains 
b u t one plank, and th at plank—the 
plank upon the silver question—is iden­ 
tical in substance with the silver plank 
o f the Chicago platform. 
As I have 
already discussed that plank at length, 
it will not be necessary to enter into 
any extended discussion at this time. 
I beg to answer the committee that I 
accept 
the nom ination tendered 
by 
them on behalf of the silver party in 
the spirit in which that nom ination 
was presented. 
“My friends, when I declared th at I 
would not support a gold-standard can­ 
didate I was standing upon the record 
of the democratic party. I was defend­ 
ing its principles as well as the inter­ 
ests of the country at large. 
The re­ 
publican platform of 1883 denounced 
th e dem ocratic adm inistration for hav­ 
ing attem pted to degrade silver, and in 
1891, on the 12th day of February, in 
M emorial hall at Toledo, Ohio, at the 
Lincoln day banquet, the present can­ 
d id a te for president upon the repub­ 
lican ticket used the wfords w hich I j 
shall now read to you. 
I found these 
words published in a Toledo paper, and 
they have been published so long w ith -1 
out correction that we may safely as- j 
sum e that he was correctly reported. 
.These are the words wrhich he is said 
have used: 
‘During all of Grover 
’leveland’s years at the head of the 
government he was dishonoring one 
if our precious metals, one of our own 
g re a t products, discrediting silver and 
, enhancing the price of gold. 
He en­ 
deavored, even before his inauguration 
to office, to stop the coinage of silver 
. dollars, and afterw ard and to the end 
of his adm inistration persistently used 
. hie power to that end. 
He was deter­ 
m ined to contract the circulating medi­ 
um and demonetize one of the coins of 
commerce, lim it the volume of money 
am ong the people, make money scarce 
and therefore dear. He would have in- 
'creased the value of money and dim in­ 
ished the value of everything 
else, 
money the m aster, everything else the 
servant.’ ”

T he F orm er JarisviHo M an F a lls a t R o c k ­ 
ford

“ I’d rather it would have been al­ 
most ary ODC else I know of than 
Walt Airis,” was the remark of & 
business m an as he looked upon the 
drawn curtains of the handsome shoe 
store on the corner of State and 
Wyman. 
T h e re w ere many others 
who felt the same as they beard of 
the fin a n cia l pressure which had led 
Mr. Airis to give up the struggle. 
“ About IO o’clock thi^f morning 
there was filed in the office of the Gir­ 
ls lit clerk a cognovit for the sum of 
$13,404 in favor of Alexander Rich­ 
ardson of Janesville, Wig., against 
Waiter A. Airis. 
“Some accounts due outside credi­ 
tors have been pushing Mr. Airts of 
late. 
Business was very good, but 
these firms needed the money and 
must have it at once. 
Pressed for the 
cash at once Mr. Airis was unable to 
meet the demand, and sending for 
Mr. Richardson, toe J&ensville manu­ 
facturer who has been 
his backer, 
after 
consultation 
with him, he 
decided 
thai it 
was best 
to put) 
the stock in the sheriff’s hands. 
Every creditor will be paid in full 
when the business is wound up. 
The 
sheriff’s sale will take place in about 
ten days. 
“ Some years ago Mr. Airts came to 
the city and started in the shoe busi­ 
ness on West State street. 
He had a 
small capital of his own, but was 
backed by Mr. Richardson. 
By his 
industry, business ability and capacity 
for making friends, he succeeded in 
working up a large business in a poor 
location.

GENERAL DOE AND FREE SILVER. 


A L e tte r W ritten to a F o rt A tk in son Lady 
Oil F ree S ilver. 
The Jefferson County Banner, pub­ 
lished at Fort Atkinson, has the fol­ 
lowing: 
“ In answer to an inquiry from Mrs. 
W. Y. Wentworth, of this city, as to 
how he liked the free silver question, 
Assistant Secretary of War Doe writes 
as follows in reply: 
“ I do not like it at all. I think that 
thi« placing our country upon a silver 
standard, which would be the practi­ 
cal and necessary result of the free 
coinage of silver, would cause the 
greatest financial disaster and bring 
upon us a series of commercial fail­ 
ures, strikes and riots, unparalleled in 
the history of the country. 
Any 
financial 
step 
which 
results 
in 
reducing the purchasing power of 
wages, must be disastrous in the way 
I have indicated, and the free silver 
advocates concede that the first effect 
of free coinage would be to increase 
the prices of the necessaries of life, 
while experience shows that wages 
would be the last to rise. 
A depreci­ 
ated currency would also reduce the 
value of every trust fund, pension, life 
insurance policy, or bank deposit, and 
it is a wild flight of she imagination to 
conceive that the free coinage of sil­ 
ver would increase its commercial 
value to an equality with gold. 
I do 
not believe, however, that the election 
of 
Bryan would necessarily bring 
about free coinage and its attendant 
disasters. 
The effect of possible free 
coinage can readily be seen in the bus­ 
iness world, and may the Lord help 
the farmers who have notes and mort­ 
gages becoming due within the next 
six months.’”

AGENTS CANNOT 
COLLECT 
FEES 
REPUBLICAN 
CONVENTIONS 


J u d g e W ebb R en ders a D ecision o f Im p o rt­ 
a n ce to th e H u m an e S ociety. 
Judge Charles M. Webb of the Sev­ 
enth circuit has rendered a decision 
of great importance, with reference 
to the Wisconsin Humane society and 
its agents. 
The point in question was 
the liability of the state or county for 
the payment of fees to the Humane 
society. 
Dr. W. R. Claussen of Wau­ 
paca was appointed an agent of the 
society and at a meetihg of 
the 
county board in 1895 he presented 
bills for his work, claiming the regu­ 
lar officer’s fees for work actually 
done. 
The board refuted to pay the 
bills, and he took an appeal to the 
circuit court. 
Judge Webb holds that Dr. Claus­ 
sen is not entitled to recover, because 
he was an officer of the Wisconsin 
Humane society, a corporation whose 
headquarters are at Milwaukee, and 
not an officer of the people, elected by 
or appointed with the consent of the 
people. 
He holds that even the carry­ 
ing out of the orders of the county 
court, in taking children who had 
been committed to state institutions, 
does not entitle the agent to recover 
the 
fees 
for 
so 
doing 
from 
the county. 
He 
says 
that 
the 
statute makes the duties 
of an 
agent of the 
Humane society to 
aid^the officers of the law in tak ng 
care of that class of cases, but does not 
make him an officer of the law. 
The 
action of the county board in refusing 
to pay the bills, is sustained. 
It is believed that this is the first 
decision upon this point ever made in 
the state, and will have a far-reaching 
effect upon the Humane agents all over 
the state.

Why doesn’t somebody inject a little 
consistency into the free silver cam­ 
paign. 
Mr. Bryan Claims that when 
silver gets into the mints without 
limit it will advance to $1.29 J an 
ounie. 
He also claims with a per- 
sistent 
assertion, 
against 
which 
neither fact nor argument avails an 
iota, that free coinage will increase 
the simulating medium and insure an 
actual 
and 
permanent 
prosperity. 
Each one of these claims has been sue 
cessfully refuted. 
It bas been shown, 
time and again, that the heavy pro­ 
duction of silver, together with the 
amount in existence and not includ­ 
ing the silver dollars now issued, 
would represent a supply in excess of 
any possible demand as represented 
by the capacity of the mints to coin 
bullion. 
This enforced lack of de­ 
mand would lessen the price of bullion 
Bicce the market would not be avail 
able save only for a fixed amount, and* 
the owners would be obliged to accept 
Bach figures as are obtainable under 
the rules governing all merchandise 
m aiketr—the inevitable law of supply 
and demand. 
This circumstance alone, would tend 
to limit the circulation, apart from 
other theories that have been present­ 
ed in support of an increase, and then 
shewn to be false. 
The two claims,in 
point of fact, are irreconcilable. 
If, 
by some hitherto unknown theory of 
alchemy and economics, silver should 
reach the $1.29l, mark and become the 
equivalent of gold in accordance with 
a fixed ratio, it would have an equal 
relative quality with gold, and be 
worth as much in bullion as in coin.

The members of the Janesville Labor 
Unions do not seem to be anxious to 
hear a disciple of free silver, from 
“ silver-or-bust Montana.’' 
A “ curbstone orator”—B. M. Lind- 
Bay, of Butte—is in town. 
The Silver Bow Trades and Labor 
Asse nbly, of Butte, sent him here. 
Thus Janesville gains, in a measure, 
from the free silver agitation— Mr. 
Lindsay pays his board, so that much 
more money is put in circulation in 
this city—ten dollars a week p?rhaps 
“ I am to address the Labor Unions 
a t Central Labor Hall tonight,” he 
said to a Gizette reporter yesterday 
But he didn’t. 
Lindsay web at Central Labor Hall, 
and had his talk with him. 
But he had no audience. 
The union men were all attending 
the caucuses and judging from the 
Bize of the attendance at the republi 
can an 
democratic gatherings last 
night, most of them must have been 
a t the republican caucuses. 
There 
were not one hundred men at all the 
democratic caucuses combined, while 
the attendanci at the republican meet 
lugs aggregated nearly a thousand 
people. 
Therefore, the union 
men 
must have attended the republican 
caucuses. 
The time came for Lindsay to speak 
b ut only half a dozen men were on 
hand to hear him and the meeting 
was postponed. 
Do ‘‘Platocrata’’ Pay His Way? 
Mr. Lindsay is “ sent out” 
by 
Butte labor union, wnich means that 
either the labor unions, or the silver 
miners, or some one else, is paying 
his expenses, and doubtless giving 
him a salary as well. 
He is a stat­ 
ionary engineer by trade, and 
be­ 
longs to the National Association of 
Stationary Engineers—an order which 
he admits “ is composed mostly 
of 
republicans.” 
There is evidently “ scmething in 
t^e silver agitation for the silver min­ 
ers, and those dependent upon them.

M e a su rin g S ta rlig h t. 
An English astronomer, Minchin, has 
Invented an instrum ent which accurate­ 
ly measures the quantity of light given 
out by a star. Stars are designated as 
being of the first down to the twentieth 
magnitude, according to the intensity 
of the light given out. The magnitude 
of a star is judged by the eye. Anything 
like exactitude is not obtainable or has 
not been up to the present. 
By the new invention, instead of the 
rough designation of magnitude, num­ 
bers are given which represent 
the 
exact ratio one star bears to another in 
light-giving powers. The star Arcturus, 
for example, has been found to give 
seventy-five and three-quarters times 
the light of Regulus. 
This instrument will be of use. not 
only in astronomy, but in meteorology 
^lso. The amount of light which reach­ 
es the earth varies according to the 
state of the atmosphere. The inventor 
claims that iii ibis way forecasts of 
weather can be obtained which will be 
far more accurate than those obtained 
a t present.—Exchange.
